Mayor or chairperson of BoD

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Municipalities and municipal entities 
must prepare information documents 
on alleged financial misconduct and 
financial offences and submit same to 
relevant authorities as prescribed 
within 10 days of receiving allegation 




If municipalities or municipal entities 
fail to investigate an allegation of 
financial misconduct or financial 
offence, the PT or NT may direct 
that the allegation be investigated 




Municipalities and municipal entities 
must report all suspensions, 
disciplinary or criminal proceedings 
instituted, in their Annual Report 
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
